P-62 had hla notes written in Arabia fro* which ho wrote the report for 
B&CMA1G7. I asked him to write ae an identical report of that furnished 
BKBCWANN. This consisted ef names and positions of some of the new Ministers 
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of tha revolutionary Iraqi government announced by Radio CAIRO. (P-62 
could not receive Radio BAGHDAD, but obtained tha information ft on Radio 
CAIRO the night of I February and early morning of 9 Pabruary 1963) . In 
addition, P-62 provided sens background information on tha now Iraqi Praaldant 
Colonel AHHJL SALIM ARIF from hla para anal knowledge. P-62 'a uncle, Colonel 
JAHAD All ma the adjutant to Colonel ABDUL SALAM ARIF in 1956. 

During thie meeting P-62 gave me the real naaa af HHJftTTH aa LOTHAR GREH 
He said that LQSI fPOBCDA had laid hie and that aha we surprised that ha 
(P-62) did net know hla (RBJRWa) nace. Whan I asked P-62 why he did not 
tell ae Helmuth'a name before, he rarely said that ha eeuld not ra camber it 
at the time. X didn't press this pelnt any fbrthar. P-62 atatad that he 
didn't think anyone but LORI 8V0900A knew he was taawledgeable of Helauth'a

At this meeting P-62 stated that he met the Canadian girls near the 
Hauptbahnhof in late Peocmhar 1962. Che, ANN BRANDT, a teach er a bout 2D 
years of age, he dated about three times. The ether, GAIL MARTEL, about 22 
yeaae of age, a nurse, he dated about tan times. The girla had a room at 
tho Karl Plats Hotel on Bayers tr as ee. (This aeeounta for P-62 'a residence 
after he left SVOBOOA's house during the first part ef December 1962 ae a 
result of the inaidant with Mrs. ST0BCOA.) P-62 stated he oonflded in Gall 
MARTEL, informing her of bis statue in REST 08BXANT. She suggest ed t hat he 
go to the Inerlora tahescy and ask fhr political asylum. Gail MARTEL 
departed for ZURICH an 6 January 1963* Ann BRANDT was to join her in ZURICH 
later. He haa not heard from either of the girls since. 

P-62 went to the Anerlsra Consulate 27 or 26 Deosmber 1962 for assistance 
In obtaining political asylum. The receptionist auggested that P-62 go to 
the Refugee/ Immigration Canter. P-62 want to tho Center on 2 or 3 January 
1963 for assistance concerning his future status .

P-62 waa asked if ha would ha will lag to return to IRAQ at a Inter 
data. TO this* P-62 atatad that it would depend on what tha situation would 
be in IRAQ in tho fotare. DfMRAD atatad that ha would like far P-62 to 
work for him in the future, perhap s do ing sons translation work, and asked 
if ha would be willing to go to ALOISES or MDRR0CCO in two or three years.

P-62 expressed the daolra to work for no (referring to the bier loon 
branch of Western Intelligence), rather than work for HSSGKAKK/KONRAD.

Helnuth (Lothar CBOQL) who also olaina ta be Aron Bast Germany la 
listed in the Munich telephone directory so a Journalist, Munich 19, 
Magdalenenstraeee 34* P-62 stated that when Mre. SVOBODA tola him Helmuth'a 

true nano ho cheeked the telephone dir eatery and this is how ho learned that 
Helsuth was a journalist.
